whooping cough fs a serious 
condition In the young infant and 
one which may prove fatal tn. bables 
under a year old.:'Though not as a 
rule deadly in older children, it “Is 
most troublesome and distressing 
because of the prolonged coughing 
atlacks, vomiting, and loss of weight 
and strength. ~ 


Whooping cough has ao deceptive- 
ly mild start, cfusing only a slight 
cough, with perhaps a bit of fever 
and a little nasal discharge at first. 


Severe Coughing 


_.As_the.conditlon, progresses, _the_ 
symptoms become worse, nnd severe 
storms of coughing occur. At the 
end of the coughing attack, the pa- 
tient usually draws in the breath 
sharply. This produces a crowing 
sound Known as the whoop.
